London, April 21. — The British Gov- 
irnor of Ashauti, Sir Frederick Hodg- 
son, stands iu danger of being murdered 
and his rule swept out of remembrance. 
The United States is generally considered 
ou the brink of war with Turkey; the 
Paris Exposition has been opened ; Queen 
Victoria is returning front her remark' 
able visit to Ireland, yet "who cnresV' 1 
In England there is only one topic, and 
that in Lord Roberts' Spion Kop censures 
nnU their possible results. Even the 
commencement of the advance against 
Pretoria fails to detruct public interest 
from the all-absorbing sensation of tho 
hour. The weeklies teoin with comment 
that defies a cabled synopsis. While 
there are multitudinous expressions of 
opinion regarding the advisability of the 
publication at the present moment, and 
the cabinet itself appeurs undecided up- 
on what course to pursue, public opinion 
is pretty clearly defined nnd is unanimous 
in demanding the recall of General Dul- 
ler and General Wurren. It is prob- 
able the government hopes General Bul- 
let- will apply for his own recall, but this 
seems unlikely to happen nnd now the 
couutry waits for the action that all sec- 
tions of the press declare must follow 
the extraordinary publication of Lord 
Roberts' strictures. A curious feature 
is that Lord Roberts, apparently, is not 
empowered to deal witlt General Bailor 
or even General Warren, both having 
been directly appointed by the govern- 
ment, and beyond reporting. Lord Rob- 
erts is unable to take action. Yet, for 
six weeks after receiving Lord Roberts' 
report, the Marquis of Eansdowne, sec- 
retary of state for war, left the question 
open and now for some mysterious rea- 
son has taken the public into his confi- 
dence. Hence Lord Roberts is naturally 
freed from all blame and has increased 
his popularity by being brave enough to 
expose weak spots, 

The polite warning of the British High 
Commissioner in South Africa, Sir Alfred 
Milner, that English ladies are not need- 
ed at Capetown forms the basis of a 
scuttling article in the Saturday Review, 
which says: "It is barely a year ago 
that the English press teemed with com- 
ments far from complimentary on the 
extravagant outburst of New York so- 
ciety over the return of Dewey and his 
sailors. But the harm effected by the 
ridiculous spectacle was limited to its 
personal results. There was no interfer- 
ence with military operations ami the 
policy of the United States was in no 
way hampered because certain young 
ladies made themselves and their victims 
laughing stocks. Though morally the 
fruit of this same sickly sentimeutalism 
and love of notoriety, this descent of En- 
glish society on the shores of South Af- 
rica is far worse. This rush to the front 
is only a particularly repulsive exhibi- 
tion of a general outburst of unhealthy 
seutlmentalism, for which the war has af- 
forded an opportunity. This sickly exotic, 
matured by the Kiplingism of the music 
halls and cherished by idle hands, bids 
fair to obscure its vigorous sturdy broth- 
er which is spreading its roots through- 
out the Empire." 

The Rev. T. DeWitt Talrnnge preaches 
his first sermon this year in England to- 
morrow at Manchester. He is looking 
forward with keen interest to addressing 
crowds of similar enormous proportions 
to those which heard him when he last 
visited England. 

Inquiries made by the Associated Press 
regarding the attitude of Great Britain 
and other powers toward the American- 
Turkish difficulty reveals the fact that 
no one has the slightest intention of in- 
terfering in any way. The British gov- 
ernment officials do not disguise their 
delight at the firm stand taken by Wash- 
ington nnd hope the Sultan's obstinacy 
will for once fail to accomplish its ends. 
Great Britain during past years has 
had much trouble in exacting payment 
of debts from the Sick Man of the East 
and appreciates the irritation displayed by 
tho American government. The British 
Ambassador at Constantinople has in- 
formed the foreign office of the condi- 
tions existing, but merely verifying what 
lias already been published.

Grand Forks, B.C., April 21.— John 
Hoffman, a mill hand, was shot and dan- 
gerously wounded in his tent on the out- 
skirts of the city at an early hour this 
morning. It seems that ho awoke t< 
find a man going through his clothing 
Hoffman grappled with the intruder and 
a desperate struggle took place. Finally 
tlie men rolled out of the tent and when 
Hoffman was getting the mastery, hi 
antagonist drew a revolver and fired. The 
bullet struck Iloffiiinu in the jaw, knock- 
ing out several teeth and lodged in his 
neck. The unknown then made off. hav- 
ing failed to secure any money. Hoff- 
man will recover. Provincial Constable 
Dinsmoro ii, working on tho ease. 



London. April 22.— Despatches arriv- 
ing from the seat of war, though meagre 
and unsatisfactory, clearly indicate re- 
newed activity at all points where the 
British and Boer forces are in striking 
distance of each other. Interest for tho 
moment centres tit Dowetsdorp and 
Wepener, where fighting is in progress. 

A despatch received from Aliwal 
North, dated April 21, says there was 
very heavy tiring on various days be- 
tween Dewetsdorp and Wepener and 
around Wepener on Saturday, but that 
no particulars have been received. 

A special despatch from Maseru dated 
Saturday, says: "The investment of 
Wepener continues. The Boers seem 
determined to do their utmost to capture 
the garrison before relief arrives. Severe 
fighting appears imminent." 

The activity of the Boers at Elands- 
laagte apparently has failed to draw, 
General Buller, if that was its object, 
into doing more than repel the attack 
made on his advance posts. 

A despatch from Wttrreutou, dated 
Saturday, says: "There has been inter- 
mittent and ineffective sniping by the 
Boers, who also fired a few shells, both 
during the day and night, at the stntiou 
the past two days." 

THE EMPIRE MAKERS. 

Strutlicouu ou the Proud Positions of the 
Colonies— Not Seeking Praise tor 
Duty Performed. 

London, April 21. — Responding to the 
toast "Our Imperial Farce" at the an- 
nual Press Glub dinner to-uight, Lord 
Strathcona said that this form of toast 
was a great improvement over the old 
one of "Navy and Army and Auxiliary; 
Force," as it showed that '.here was uu 
Empire, and that England alone did not 
form the Empire, as without the colonies 
there could be no Empire. The colonies, 
he said, recognized this, but they did not 
desire special praise. The men from 
Canada, he added, would be the last to 
assume that they had done more thus, 
their simple duty. 



RELIEF OF KUMASSI. 

Troops Reported to Have Arrived But 
Trouble Not Yet Nearly Ended. \ 

Accra. April 21.— The official announce* 
ment is made that Copt. Middlemiss and 
'he relieving troops have reached Ku- 
massi. No details are given, but the sit- 
uation is considered very much more 
hopeful, although there is great uncer- 
tainty as to the outcome of the uprising. 

A quantity of ammunition for the 
Maxims is being forwarded to Cape 
Coast Castle and to the front. 



CLOSING ON ELANDSLAAGTE. 

Boer Force Come Within Artillery Ritngo 
and Attempt to Shell a Colliery. 

Elandslaagte, April 21.— A commando, 
of 1,000 Boers came through Wessel Nek 
this morning. They crossed Sunday's 
Bridge and advanced to the crest of ft 
ridge but fell back wheu they saw the 
mounted infantry, who opened fire. 

Later, the Boers shelled Elandslaagte 
colliery. Ten shells fell close to the 
mine but did no damage. The work at 
the mine was stopped, but it is hopeti will 
be resumed to-morrow. 

The British guns opened fire. Tho naval. 
Brigade ou the right sent a few shells in 
the direction of the Boer guns which 
were posted on a long ridge, a thousand 
yards to the right of the bridge. They 
were difficult to locate, but the Boers 
were seen retreating over the hill toward. 
Wessel Nek. Several of the shells caught 
them and must have done some damage. 

Late in the day the Boers showed ac- 
tivity in the trenches on the ridges iu 
front of Elandslaagte. A few 4.7 shells 
forced them to relinquish their works. 
This position was only 4,S00 yards dis- 
tant from Elandslaagte.

FIGHTING ABOUT VVEPENER. 
British Purees Drive the Enemy Where- 
ever Thfy Meet— Engaged at 
Long Range. 

Loudon, Ap,-ii 21.^Thc war office has re- 
celvod the following despatch from Lord 
Roberts: 

"Bloemfonteir, April 21.- -Handle's form 
came In eontat-: with the enemy yesterday 
four miles southwest of Dewotsdorp. They 
occupied strong positions covering the town. 
'I'lie yeomanry ami mounted Infantry seized 
another position, which enabled Rundle tc 
drive the enemy olY and reoccupy the high 
ground the enemy had been holding. Bun- 
dle advanced this morning early, ami Is 
now again engaged with the enemy. 

"Our casualties yesterday were two men 
severely, Lieut. O'Connor ami seven mon' 
allghtly wounded. 

Uloomfontelii, April 20 -Continuing their 
march of Friday, (lenerals Cherniside and 
Rundle came into contact with the Boers 
near Dewetsdorp it noon. Fighting con- 
tinued until dark, and was principally car- 
ried on by the artillery, which silenced two 
Itoer guns. The British command the hills 
for miles around the Hoors, who are report- 
ed to hold strong positions, hut are proba- 
bly retiring. The casualties on tin.. Itrlt 
Isb side were slight, and most of them oc- 
curred among the Yeomanry and mounted 
infantry. The flrlng was ai loug range. 
None of the Hrltlsh troops were Killed. 

Pretoria. April 21.— President Ktuger has 
received through President Steyn an offi- 
cial report senl by Gen. Dowel, under date 
of April I'D. to the effect that the latter still 
surrounds Gen. Brabant's colonial force at 
Wepencr, and that lie has captured 11 pris- 
oners, including the chief artillery officers. 
The reports add that the Brttlsh coming 
from Allwal North are destroying farm 
houses on the way.

Maseru. Basutoland, April 21.— The Boors 
around Wopenor have been reinforced and 
are now stronger than ever.

Heavy firing Is hourly expected. Two 
Targe Poor forces left the vicinity of We- 
pener this morning, one going In the direc- 
tion of Dewltsdorp and the other towards 
Kouxvllle.

Premier Makes Long Speech There But 
Subsequent Meeting Evidently for 
Mr. Murphy. 

Aslicroft, April 2L— A large audience, 
including many ladies and nearly every 
voter in town, met at the town hall this 
evening to listen to Dennis Murphy, 
West Yale's candidate for the legislature, 
in answer to the address of Hon. Joseph 
Martin delivered, here last night. Mr. 
Martin then spoke lor three hours against 
time, giving Mr. Murphy no chance for 
a reply, and took the train for Revel- 
stoke immediately alter lie had conclud- 
ed his remarks, Mr. Heche went with 
him, although invited to be present at 
to-night's meeting. 

Mr. Murphy took up the platform of 
Premier Martin plank by plank. Some 
he favored and some he opposed. He 
demonstrated clearly that so far as Mr. 
Martin's railroad policy in concerned it 
is an impossibility for this province lo 
assume the expenditure that it involves. 
He favored all expenditure that could 
reasonably be made on road and bridge 
building. He declared positively that he 
was not the candidate of any political 
party or pledged to any particular or- 
ganization, and that if elected he would 
support any government. Liberal or Con- 
servative, that opposed Mr. Martin and 
his programme of extravagance. The 
large audience was in entire accord with 
the views of the speaker and Mr. Murphy 
will get practically the solid support of 
this section of the district. 

At Mr. Martin's meeting it was hoped 
that he would allow his provincial secre- 
tary to express bin views, but Mr. Mar- 
tin took no such chances. 

Mr. Murphy leaves next week for a 
trip through the lower part of the dis- 
trict and will visit Princeton, Nicnhi and 
other points.

About twenty-five of the electors of 
Esquimau district were present in the 
Colwood school house last evening at a 
meeting called by Mr. Donald Fraser, 
the Martin candidate at the approaching 
elections. Mr. D. W. Higgins was also 
present by invitation. In a brief address 
Mr. Fraser approved of each and every 
one of the planks in the Premier's pub- 
lished platform, and promised the elect- 
ors they would shortly have an oppor- 
tunity of hearing Mr. Martin himself, 
who, he predicted, "would shake the 
district from its centre to its circum- 
ference as never had been done be- 
fore." 

Mr. Higgins, replying briefly to Mr. 
Fraser's arguments, mid with a very 
hearty reception, lie thought the weak- 
est p. out in Mr. Martin's platform was 
his proposed introduction of the system 
of government ownership of rail- 
ways. Those present, while giving the 
speakers a respectful hearing, seemed 
more desirous of having attention paid 
to the conditions of the roads in the dis- 
tricts than the larger issues. 

* * * 

Mr. Joseph Shaw was appointed chair- 
man. He thought this a most important 
election. There were a number of can- 
didates seeking election in Esquimalt 
district, and there was "plenty of 
choice." Hut the people of the district 
wanted to hear what was going lo be 
done in the way of good roads. From 
what he had semi there was plenty of 
reason for a change. A much better 
system could be inaugurated from what, 
they ' had in the past. Then they would 
like iO hear from the candidates in re- 
gard to the question of railways, and 
the Chinese (litest ion. Referring to the 
latter, he thought if the influx of the 
Chinese continued there would soon be 
more Chnese than white men. Some- 
thing should be done. The country was 
for white men. Britishers, not Mongol- 
ians. There had been steps taken to 
abate the evil, but the Ottawa govern- 
ment in deference to the wishes of the 
Imperial government had thrown out 
the act. But as Canadians were given 
up their lives in South Africa the home 
authorities should take that fact to 
heart. Ho called upon Air. Donald 
Fraser to adress the meeting. 

Mr. Fraser thought that he should 
fust make a short personal explanation, 
lie was an (doctor of the district: had 
resided there for four years, and was of 
the full age of 21 years. He was a sup- 
porter of Mr. Martin. Being 21 years n 
farmer he thought that he might proper- 
ly represent the constituency. At Spoke 
he had hud a meeting and Mr. Higgins 
raised two points— one being the delay 
in bringing on the elections and the 
other the violence dene to the constitu- 
tion: but now the elections have been 
lived- and in regard to the violence done 
the constitution, he had studied the mat- 
ter and could not agree that any outrage 
had been committed. Mr. Higgins was 
unable to continue as a supporter of the 
present administration in consequence of 
the "ivo-nwuv to the Cnssiur Central 
raihvav. He read the terms of the 
grant. Mr. Higgins, whom he consider- 
ed l he Nestor of the house, had. he con- 
sidered, no fault to find with the action 
of the Lieut-Governor in culling upon 
loseph Martin to form an administra- 
tion. Mr. Martin took office with two 
provisions, that he should have ample 
time to complete bis cabinet and time to 
revise the voters - lists. Mr. Wilson, the 
Conservatives' leader, supported Mr. 
Martin in the latter instance; and this, 
he thought, effectually disposed of any 
contention that the Premier had acted 
wrongly in not bringing on the election 
sooner. . 

But he supported Mr. Martin as the 
one man capable of giving the country 
a good strong government. He had taken 
a strong stand against Oriental immi- 
gration, and would enact and re-enact 
prohibitive legislation until Ottawa and 
Loudon came to see what a nevessity it 
was. I'p to a few days ago 5000 Jap- 
anese had arrived in Victoria, but he 
did not think any other public man was 
pi (pared to take such a linn stand as 
Mr. Martin on the question of restric- 
tion. . . , 

Then, again. Mr. Martin stood up tor 
the people's rights in regard to railway 
monopoly. He had fought the CI. II. 
in Manitoba and would light them m 
British Columbia. He fought the battle 
also in Manitoba in regard to separate 
schools and won. Taking up the planks 
of Mr. Martin's platform, Mr. Fraser 
thought in comparison with the plat- 
forms of his rivals it was a "concrete" 
one. What was the use of individual 
platforms; there should be an authorita- 
tive platform. Mr. Martin says if he 
deos not carry out his platform he is 
willing to fall. He was in favor of each 
and every plank in Mr. Martin's plat- 
form, particularly in regard to the 
promiftc to enforce the Torrens law, 
which, he contended, would be a great 
benefit to the farmers. In regard to the 
eight-hour law, just as soon as Mr. Mar- 
tin appointed a minister of mines the 
difficulty with the miners was settled. 

A Voice — It was settled by a supporter 
of the Senilin government — Mr. Ralph 
Smith. 

Mr. Fraser— But Mr. Curtis was the 
general of the whole thing and there 
would be probably no more difficulty, Mr. 
Martin proposed to use the referendum 
and if the people were opposed to the law 
he was prepared to repeal it. 

In regard to roads, trails and bridges, 
which the chairman had spoken of the 
necessity of, Mr. Martin proposed to bor- 
row one million dollars; and no doubt 
the sum would lie expended to good ad- 
vantage; and some of that money could 
properly be expended in the district of 
Esquimalt, Another of Mr. Martin's 
proposals was to keep the annual expendi- 
ture within the annual revenue. This 
had been totally dmregarded in the past. 
There were now five millions of liabili- 
ties over assets, and some included in 
the figures given for the latter were very 
questionable. With Mr. Martin's elec- 
tion to office he hoped that sort of thing 
would cease. The most important plank 
in Mr. Martin's platform, perhaps, was 
the proposal to go in for the government 
ownership or railways. The province 
Would, of course, be entitled to the usual 
subsidies from the Dominion. lie was 
in favor of government ownership of rail- 
ways, because a great saving would ho 
made in the matter of salaries, and be- 
cause there would be greater public 
safety— not so many people would be 
killed: and Mr. Fraser quoted figures in 
support of this contention. The estab-

and dumb would no doubt meet with the 
approval of ihe electors. The repeal of 
the alien exclusion act was a piece of 
wisdom on Mr. Martin's part, as the 
act was found not to be in the interests 
of tlie country. 

Mr. Fraser defended Mr. Martin's at- 
titude on the Crow's iSest Pass railway 
grant. In regard to the confirmation of 
me foreshore rights to the New Van- 
couver Coal Company, how was it Mr. 
Semlin did not guard the people's inter- 
est in that matter by the imposition of a 
royalty? Mr. Martin could he depended 
upon to set this matter right. 

Mr. Higgins took exception to Mr. 
1' raser s suggestion that he (Mr. Fraser; 
should have uu opportunity of closiug 
the meeting. He was there as Mr. Fra- 
ser's guest and it was nut a joint meet- 
ing in any sense. 

Mr. Wales wanted to know from Mr. 
Fraser why ho had taken two gentlemen 
from Vancouver to represent the district 
at the' Vancouver convention. 

Mr. Fraser explained that the whole 
complement w as not present, and in order 
to get the proper vote the Vancouver 
men were chosen. 

Mr. Wales did not think that this was 
a satisfactory answer, as it was not 
known that the Vancouver jnen were 
votere. Other gentlemen in the audience 
criticized .Mr. Fraser udverac)^ for per- 
mitting Vancouver men to represent 
Esquimalt at the Vancouver convention. 

Mr. Higgins thought this was a very 
pretty family quarrel and he did not 
propose to interfere. But he wanted to 
say that one of the [host important ques- 
tions had been virtually avoided by Mr. 
Fraser, that is the government owner- 
ship of railways. He was in favor of 
the principle, hut the province was in no 
shape to adopt the system, in consequence 
of insufficient revenue. The Inter- 
colonial railway in New Brnsmiek had 
been a failure tip to the past year. Mr. 
Higgins quoted figures in support of his 
contention that the province could not 
adopt e the system except to. its great in- 
jury, lie thought it was time the people 
of 'tin- province should stop engaging in 
these hair-brained enterprises. Atten- 
tion should be paid to the roads— the 
highways and the byways. No system for 
their proper construction had been adopt- 
ed and consequently they were very bad. 
Victoria streets were bad and so also 
were those of Vancouver; and Esquimalt 
roads were not so bad in comparison. At 
Sooke Mr. Fraser had asked if Mr. 
Martin and .Mr. Cotton were elected, 
whom would' he follow'.' He had been 
taken somewhat aback, but after a littlo 
thought lie had replied, he would rather 
support Mr. Martin instead of Mr. Cot- 
ton. You could never tell where the lat- 
ter was. As far as the speaker was con- 
cerned, he stood now where he always 
stood— on the side of the people. In re- 
gard to the agitation for a better road 
system, Mr. Higgins promised to do all 
in his power to meet the wishes of the 
electors, in response to a question as to 
his attitude on the Chinese evil, he 
replied that the records of the house 
would show he had always voted against 
measures calculated to induce an influx 
of Orientals. 

The chairman read a letter from John 
Secor advising the farmers to organize 
so as to protect their interests. The 
chairman further urged that the electors 
should give serious consideration to the 
question of getting a better road im- 
provement system and the meeting then 
adjourned.

STREET PAVING. 

Sir: Will you kindly allow me space in 
your columns to make a few statements re- 
garding the uiueh-tnlked-of matter ..f 
si reel paving'; It Is very desirable that 

there shvuld be. no misunderstanding on the 
part of the public In this matter, taking It 
lor granted us I do that we are all united 
in one thing, and that Is that we want 
the paving to be proceeded with. That 
It may be clearly understood, I wish to take 
the subject up from the first move in con- 
nection with It. The paving Inst year of 
i portion of Port street seemed to create 
in the minds of everyone the desire to see 
the work continued as rapidly as possible 
on ail the business streets. For a num- 
ber of reasons certain parts of liroad mid 
Yates streets were selected as the next to 
he done, and accordingly motions were pass- 
ed by the council In the latter part of bust 
year that these be paved with wooden 
blocks under the local Improvement system. 
It being nt the time thoroughly understood 
by every member of the council that the 
carrying out of this work must depend up- 
on our success nt the coming session of 
the legislature In procuring the needed 
amendment to the Local Improvemeul Act. 
It never being suggested that the city's 
shnre of the cost of this work should be 
taken out of the general revenue required 
for street purposes. We failed la secur- 
ing the amendment to the net, and It was 
clear to al! the members of the present 
council, ^ might say, except tlie Mayor, 
thnt we must either provide the money 
by way of raising a special amount for 
the purpose or abandon the undertaking 
for tills year. It has been stated In both 
the city papers that it was the Intention 
of tlie council to divert the money Intended 
for paving to other purposes. Such was 
not the case. At a meeting of the council 
held about a month ago It was shown that 
of the funds to be appropriated for general 
street improvement for the year there re- 
mained about eight thousand dollars 
(.<S,000i for distribution throughout the city, 
nothing like a sufllclent amount to meet 
the requirements already before the coun- 
cil. It was then that the Mayor, for the 
first time, urged that the city's share for 
paving the two streets In question be taken 
out of the general revenue for street pur- 
poses. The city's share of the cost of the 
work, as estimated by the engineer. Is 
$8,040. The council decided, and 1 think 
rigidly, that It would be unfair to the city 
at large to thus put all the funds available 
on two streets, and let a large amount of

On Friday General Itundle was said 
to he four miles southwest of Dcwots- 
dorp :uul in touch with the enemy. He 
advanced further on Saturday and ugnin 
.■ngaged the Boer forces. Mo probably 
went tip by the highway from Pedders- 
burg. which town is southwest of Dow- 
otsdorp. If ho drives the enemy out of 
the latter town he will command the 
road to Wepenor. A London dispatch 
says that General Rundle was only 20 
miles from Wepenor on Friday, which is 
hardly in keeping with the statement 
that ho was still southwest of Dewots- 
dorp. The plan of operation seems to be 
to surround the enemy and force him to 
surrender. A Maseru dispatch says a 
portion of the Boor force around Wop- 
oner is retreating in the direction of 
Itouxville. It is not easy to imagine 
what they expect to accomplish by this. 

The Associated Press correspondent is 
amazed that Buller and Warren have 
not been dismissed. The publication of 
the criticism by Lord Roberts was cer- 
tainly a somewhat unusual thing, if it 
was not to he followed up by a change 
of commanders, but there has been it 
great innovation in recent years in the 
amount of information given to the pub- 
lie on matters of this nature.

If there 
wns only one dandelion in the world, its 
owner could not hope to satisfy the de- 
mands for its seed. Go through the 
streets and see how Nature has sent 
dandelions to cover up the scars we have 
made. The moment traffic ceases to use 
a portion of a road, there the yellow 
flowers spring up. Leave a rubbish heap 
alone for a little while and it will lie 
transformed into a thing of beauty. On 
inaccessible mountain crags close to th 
very border of eternal snow, rare flower 
spring into bloom, having deiied for 
dreary months all the fierceness of th 
hurricane and the power of the frost 
kiug. Now suppose this was all other 
wise, how different this world would bo 
Hence we say that, the flowers form tin 
asphabot which spells out. the greatest 
of all truths, namely, that "God is love," 



CONSIDER THE LILIES. 

Daisies dot the fields around Victoria 
"like stars in a grnssy firmament;" the 
shady nooks are adorned with graceful 
lilies; the brave dandelion thrusts its 
yellow head into all manner of unexpect- 
ed places; the broom is taking on its 
. oal of gold; the fruit trees are wreath- 
ed in blossoms; on every hand Dnme 
Nature is bedecking herself in gorgeous 
color and shedding rare perfume. We 
live here in such perennial verdure and 
such a wealth of bloom that we hardly 
stop to think of what a glorious thing 
it is. Contrast it with the sprig of 
mignonette or little geranium that some 
dweller in the heart of a great city cher- 
ishes as if it were a jewel, lavishing up- 
on it almost ceaseless care.

THE QUERN'S BIRTHDAY. 

A correspondent suggests that the fin- 
ance committee of the Queen's Birthday 
celebration should get to work without 
delay in the collection of subscription 
The idea, is n good one, for there is real- 
ly no time to be lost. The plans for the 
holiday are on a large scale and it is im 
perative that the several committee: 
should know at the earliest possible day 
how much of an expenditure they will be 
warranted in providing for. This is also 
Important as respects those who may 
come from a distance for one reason or 
another to take part in the events of the 
day. 

It was proposed by a gentleman the 
other day that this year the people of 
Victoria should declare May 24th to be 
Empire Day. The reason advanced was 
that in the order of things it cannot be 
very long before that day will cease to 
be the anniversary of the reigning sov 
ereijn* i b'th, and it is desirable that 
Victoria, which has so long been recog- 
nized as having a prior claim on the 
chief civic spring festival of the year 
may continue to have a title to it. May 
24th is Victoria's great holiday; July 1st 
is Vancouver's, and Nauaimo lias first 
claim to Labor Day. May 24th ought al 
ways to be a holiday here, if for no 
other reason than that it is the anniver- 
sary of the birth of the beloved woman 
and revered queen, from whom the city- 
takes its august name. 

The suggestion has also been made 
and will no doubt be acted on that Van- 
couver and Nanaimo should actively co- 
operate with us in the approaching cele- 
bration. To ti certain extent those cities 
always do this, but is is thought that, if 
a special effort is put forth, they can be 
induced to take a yet more active part, 
so as to make this Birthday one especi- 
ally memorable. 



STREET PAVING. 

We have hoard no objection to the 
principle of Alderman Reck wit h's pro- 
posal that, an additional levy of one mill 
should be made this year in order to 
meet the cost of permanent paving on 
Broad and Yates streets; but we have 
heard it suggested that the amount is 
rather more than is required for that 
purpose. The proposed levy would rea- 
lize $10,000, while the city's proportion 
of the proposed expenditure will only be 
$8000. If one-half mill were levied $5000 
would be realized, and it ought not to 
he beyond the power of the council to 
get together $:i00() from other sources. 
At least one appropriation has lapsed, 
namely, thai tor boring in the harbor, 
and there will doubtless bo other sums 
available from other items. The year 
bids fair to be prosperous and an ex- 
panding revenue may be anticipated. 
Therefore wo feel that if a levy of half 
a mill were ordered it would meet tin 
uuccssitities of the case, and the work 
could be gone on with immediately. We 
invite the consideration of the City 
Council to this view.

There are vast untouched 
storm of mineral wealth there, and pro 
gress will bo steady in all directions.

I secured an adobe house and a native 
nttendaul and was soon nicely tucked 
away in a most comfortable bed, which, 
needless to say, I paid dearly for.

Steamer On 

Trial Island 



Dense Darkness Puts the North 
Star In a Dangerous 
Position. 



Mites Proceeds to the Sound- 
Inspection for Orien- 
tal Craft. 



Uafamiliarity with the intricacies o£ 
the Northern coast and a pitchy dark 
iii^bt, .in combination accounted for the 
stranding of the little freighting steamer 
North Star at 9.30 Friday night on Trial 
Island, where she hung all yesterday— 
iialf out of water but uninjured, and wait- 
ing lor the returning high tide in order 
to accomplish her own release. The 
North Star is a comparatively new 
steamer of the class and size of the 
Chieftain, built last summer in Seattle, 
and now owned by C. W. Moen of As- 
toria, Oregon. She is a vessel of 62 
tons gross or 34 net, with dimensions of 
73.0 x 19.0 x 8.2, and has a value of 
about $30,000 with nothing in her. Her 
present charter is to carry tin plate and 
other cannery supplies from Astoria to 
the Alaskan canneries above Ounalaska, 
or in the neighborhood of Ivarluk, and 
as sbo passed up in the dusk of Friday 
evening she represented an insurable 
worth all told of quite .$100,000, It. P. 
Itithet & .Co., Ltd., of this city having 
written the last item of her cargo n- 
surance only Friday afternoon. The 
jioint at which the steamer went on is 
.described as about 500 yards north oi 
Kipple Point, Baynes Passage, where 
fortunately there is a ledge of compara- 
tively smooth scrfaced rock on which she 
appealed yesterday to be resting easily. 
The D.G.S. Quadra passed her at noon 
and hove to while she proffered her as- 
sistance. It wan, however, declined by 
Captain Hansel), the North Star's com- 
mander, who expressed entire commence 
In his own ability to get away undam- 
aged at high water in the evening. The 
tide was at flood l>y 8.30 or thereabouts, 
and before that time the C.P.N. Co. t 
steamer Princess iLoalse, Capt. Hickcy, 
with Capt. John Irving also on board, 
iuid reached the scene to assist if neces- 
sary,. The North SUir was released with- 
out much difficulty, and convoyed by the 
Louise returned to port, docking at Turn- 
er, Hecton & Co.'s wharf. Her keel has 
been silghtly damaged, hfcr rudder is dis- 
located, and it will be necessary for her 
lo go on the ways as well as be inspected. 
She should be able to resume her inter- 
rupted voyage by Tuesday night. 

MILOS GOKS FORWARD. 

Her Diliiculties With the Customs Ended 
and Her Japanese Permitted to 
Land. 

The detention of the German steamship 
Miios was ended yentonlay when hav- 
ing paid a fine of .$500 the debarkation of 
the Japanese was permitted, and clear- 
ance to the Sound was granted. Later in 
the day a.- telegram -was received from 



Ottawa, according to the statements of 
gentlemen speaking for the ship, holding 
the decision of the collector to be not 
well based and remitting the line, so that 
the detention and consequent loss of 
time and money constitute the only and 
indirect penalty upon the ship. The 
Milos now proceeds to Seattle to land the 
remaining members of her company of 
immigrants and afterwards load Hour for 
the Orient, at the Centennial mills. 



INSPECTION FOU ALL. 

Thorough Examination Decided Upon for 
All Oriental Steamships Visiting 
the Port. 

With the sample .case of the steamer 
Milos before them the customs authori- 
ties have decided to hereafter inspect all 
Oriental steamships thoroughly on their 
tirst culls at the port — not only in hull, 
hut in the matter of air space, boilers, 
equipment, etc., a certificate stating the 
maximum passenger capacity according 
to diiaJian law being issued thereupon. 
It is said by marine men that when this 
rule is put into force provision must 
be made for immediate service by the in- 
spectors when steamers shall arrive. It 
will not be possible to keep the big lin- 
ers waiting should either of the oflieinls 
required chance just at that time to be 
on the Mainland.

D.G.S. Quadra returned yesterday for 
supplies necessary for the completion of 
the new beacon on Enterprise reef, which 
Commander Walbran says will be a great 
improvement upon the old one it replaces, 
inasmuch as it is to be of stone entirely 
and more readily visible. 

The steamer St. Paul of the American 
line arrived in New York at 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 

The steamer Victorian will leave from 
the outer wharf at the usual hour this 
morning. 

Quarantine lias been re-established at 
Yokohama in consequence of the plague 
at Osaka. 

The breaking up of the old barkentine 
Uncle John, on the West Coast, is about 
completed. 

Steamer Danube is looked for from the 
North this morning. 

Steamer Oregon has been added to the 
Portland fleet for Nome.

THE AMERICA'S CUP. 

j ! 

Upton to Build New Yacht and Chal- 
lenge With That or the Shamrock. 

from the Boston Herald. 

At Glasgow recently Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton has reiterated what he told me be- 
fore of his decision to send two yatchs 
over to Sandy Hook, and that both Fife 
and Watson will join them in America. 
Since my cable of a few days ago Sir 
Thomas has been in communication with 
Fife, and a. greater overhaul of the Sham- 
rock will he made than was lirst men- 
tioned, for Sir Thomas has within a 
week told Fife to make such alterations 
on the Shamrock as will best improve 
her, anil she will have longer ends, be- 
sides new forebody, and such other nl- 
| terutions as liud favor with Fife. 

When I saw Sir Thomas Lipton in 
London he was more than usually loth 
to discuss his proposal to renew the chal- 
lenge, in- soy anything which might be 
construed into a desire to push forward 
a sporting challenge while his country- 
men were intent upon the life and death 
struggle which is taking place in South 
Africa. 

When this point had been made clear 
he became more communicative, and it 
was apparent that be was as keenly in 
terested as ever in the contest, and more 
than ever determined to carry it through 
until he had either won the cup or ex 
hausted every possible chance of doing 
so. 

"I don't mind admitting now," he said, 
"that in my first challenge for the cup 1 
took on hand a job much bigger and 
much more difficult than I anticipated. 
It is .just possible that if I had fully real- 
ized then the iinmen.se amount of work 
there was involved in a cup contest, and 
had known how much of my time the at 
fair would demand, I might have taken 
a little longer to think over the proposal 
1 do not mean to say that I regret hav- 
ing entered the contest, for, as a mat- 
ter of fact, 1 made more good friends in 
connection with the races than in any- 
thing else 1 ever undertook, and the 
contest enabled me to know and appre- 
ciate the American people as I might 
never have done otherwise. Still, it was 
rather a big job, and it is going to be a 
good deal bigger before it is through. 

"As the winning of the cup is an hon- 
or to which every British yachtsman 
might be expected to aspire, I determin- 
ed to sink my own desire, and to stand 
aside to see if any one else was desir- 
ous of entering the contest. No one 
came forward, and I then proceeded to 
fulfil tin; promise I made on the day that 
the Shamrock was finally defeated, to 
bring back another yacht carrying anoth- 
er challenge, 

"I was rather in n difficulty in the 
matter of selecting a designer, for I am 
perfectly conscious of how serious a 
handicap it was to Mr. Fire to ho laid 
up at the most critical stage of the rac- 
ing. Still, when thinking it over, I had 
the assurance of Mr. Fife that the Shnm- 
rock wus the best yacht he could pos- 
sibly turn out. I make no claim to ho 
able to follow the Intricacies of design 
or to compare one hull with another, hut 
viewing the matter from a common sense 
business standpoint, it seemed to me that 
we must be prepared to beat the Sham- 
rock handsomely before we could have 
a chance of beating either the Columbia 
or a new defender likely to be a move 
formidable opponent even than the. In 
view of lliese fact?, therefore, I decided 
to ask Mr. uGorge L. Watson to accept 
a commission to design n challonffcr, and 
I aru happy to say that Mr. Watson has' 
agreed. • d 

"Another matter which influenced me 



Richardson Co., 206 ja this decision ivaB that Mr. Fife has 



not yet lost confidence in the Shamrock. 
He admits that she was fairly beaten, 
but he thinks there is far better sailing 
in her than she has yet shown, and he is 
experimenting just now with a view of 
ascertaining how she might be altered 
with advantage. lit shall have absolute 
carte bhiuelie as to expense or anything 
else to enable him to improve the Sham- 
rock us much as possible, and I shall he 
very glad, indeed, if he succeeds in im- 
proving her to any great extent. 

"With the Shamrock Improved in every 
possible way— even to the extent of prac- 
tically remodelling the hull, and the best 
boat that Watson can produce, I think 
I can count safely this time on being 
able to lay hands on the fastest boat 
that can be produced in Britain. I mil 
determined to have at least the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that I have done every- 
thing it was possible to do to deserve 
success." 

Questioned as to whether there was 
any particular change he was likely to 
make in his plan of campaign as compar- 
ed with that followed in the last contest, 
Sir Thomas said that Mr. Fife's illness 
wus undoubtedly against the Shamrock's 
chance of success, he thought the chief 
mistake was that the yacht was brought 
to the start of the races without being 
properly tried. This would be well 
guarded against on the next occasion. 

'"The Shamrock and the new yacht," 
he continued, "will be raced in fair and 
square contest, and if it should so hap- 
pen that the Shamrock can be so alter- 
ed as to make her able to beat the new- 
er boat, I should have little hesitation in 
employing her. Naturally I shall have 
much more pleasure and more confidence 
if my newer boat can beat the Sham- 
rock—even the improved Shamrock— as 
handsomely as she was beaten by the 
Columbia." 

"Has anything been settled yet as to 
the biuld or construction of the new 
boat? Will she be of metal?" 

"Seeing thai it has been proved, ap- 
parently beyond doubt, that a metal hull 
enn be constructed equally strong as a 
wooden one, and yet save a large per 
centnge of the total weight, it -seems to 
me beyond doubt that the hull of the 
:new yacht will bo metal sheathed. In 
saying this, however, I speak as a rank 
outsider, with no particular knowledge 
of what will be used. This is a matter 
entirely for Mr. Watson. My concern is 
to see that lie is not cribbed in any way 
through questions of expense. Mr. Fife 
hud absolute freedom to spend what- 
ever he thought necessary to produce the 
fastest yacht that could be turned out, 
and Mr. Watson will work under exactly 
the same conditions. 

"So fur as ,the choice of builders goes, 
I am equally in the dark, although, look- 
ing to Mr. Watson's faith In the Scot- 
tish firms nnd his belief in the advant- 
age of having a boat constantly under 
the designer's eye during construction. I 
should think it extremely likely that the 
yacht will bo built on the Clyde. I hud 
every possible reason to be satisfied with 
the work of Messrs. Thorneycroft in 
building the Shamrock, but Ibis is a mat- 
ter for the designer, and it is needless to 
say Mr. Watson will work with an ab- 
solutely free hand. 

"In any case, nothing will be done 
with the actual work until the challenge 
has hopii formally lodged and accepted, 
and all the conditions settled. I hope to 
have this done in July or August of this 
year. If we had any intention of leav- 
ing it to the test races to decide whether 
the Shamrock or the new yacht should 
carry the challenge we would, of course, 
be under the necessity of asking u con- 
cession from our American friends to 
moot this, but I scarcely think it likely 
that we shall have such serious doubts 
of the probable ability of the new boat 
as to induce us to take this step."

To Ladysmith 



Succession of Disappointments 
Had Brought Garrison to 
Verge of Despair. 



Too Far Spent to Horse a Gun 
or March an Hour After 
Fleeing Enemy. 



Correspondence London Times. 

Ladysmith, February 24.— Throe times 
huve 1 taken up my to write :i re- 
view of the events in Ladysmith during 
the investment. Three times have I 
been disappointed. But now it seems 
that the time has really come. As I 
write I can hear the distant skirr of au- 
tomatic guns, and the full hoom of 
heavy volley Bring. It would appear 
that night fighting is taking place at 
Groobelnar's Ridge, ten miles away. If 
General Buller succeeds in gaining pos- 
session of this ridge, the road to Lady- 
smith and our relief is certain. 

SUNK IN DESPONDENCY. 

Ladysmith, February 2S.— I feel that 
I may say that we are relieved. The 
ending has been strange. On Monday, 
February 1!G, the garrison was sunk in a 
slough of despondency. On the previous 
Thursday Gen. Buller signalled from 
below in such confident language that 
the force had been placed upon full ra- 
tions. Then, day by day, we had watch- 
ed for some sign of the promised relief. 
Daily the guns had boomed, and occa- 
sionally we had caught a glimpse of the 
burst of an "accidental," but nothing 
more. Heavy weather had settled upon 
us and hnd blinded the little winking re- 
flector on Monte Ohristo Hill. On Sun- 
day the relieving force must have 
been engaged in a night attack, for the 
sound volley firing was distinctly audi- 
ble in Ladysmith. Then came a day 
qf silence. The helio was veiled in cloud 
.•iml there were no sounds of war. The 
spirits of the garrison fell. Grave rum- 
ors circulated. Men even said that for 
the third time the relief column hnd 
recrosscd the Tugeln. Monday brought 
a wave of hope, for at midday there was 
a gleam of sunshine, and we learned the 
news that Cronje had been surrounded 
in the Free State. Still there was no 
news from Buller's column. It was evi- 
dent that the staff were also becoming 
anxious, for although the following day 
brought the news that Cronje bad sur- 
rendered, yet the evening saw the gar- 
rison reduced to quarter rations. This 
was only a precautionary measure, for 
Buller had heliood. "Everything pro- 
gressing favorably." But the man in the 
street was skeptical. If favorable, why 
reduce the rations? Thus it wns that 
Tuesday, Majuba day— although on 
that day the tide of fortune had turned 
in our favor— marked the lowest pitch of 
despondency into which the garrison 
was ever plunged during the 118 days 
of its investment. 

THE TURNING OF THE TIDE 

But the tide wns to turn. On Wednes- 
day morning it wns reported from the 
observation posts that the enemy were 
in full retreat on both sides of the town. 
There was no doubt about it. Some ex- 
traordinary movement was taking place. 
Both the wagon roads leading to Mod- 
der Spruit and Pepworth were choked 
with transport. Long lines of tilted 
wagons lurched forward as fast as the 
teamsters could urge them. Droves of 
cattle were heading to the passes. Spider 
buggies could be seen trending their wav 
between the blocks of heavy vehicles. 
And we saw the crowning sight— five 
field guns falling back at the trot. It 
went to our hearts to see it thus. If 
this had taken place six weeks ago, we 
could have sailed forth and turned that 
retreat into a rout. But in our present 
reduced condition we wore unable to 
horse a single gun and feel satisfied that 
the team would survive four miles. The 
cavalry were no better. And it is doubt- 
ful if the infantry could have fought a 
single battle after an hour's inarch. It 
was heartbreaking. Hut it would only 
have been courting disaster to have at- 
tempted any conntereoup upon our late 
besiegers. Wo had to be content with 
testing the range of our guns upon the 
fugitives. The Bulwana "Long Tom" on 
Majuba Day bad treated us to a salute 
of 21 guns. This morning he fired a 
solitary round into the town about 10 
o'clock. It was then observed that the 
men were hard at work upon his para- 
pet. About noon the heliograph was 
again able to signal from Oolenso. The 
following message was received: "Have 
thoroughly beaten the enemy. Be- 
lieve them to be in full retreat. Have 
sent my cavalry to ascertain which way 
they have gone." 

THE GOOD NEWS. 

This great news, the news which we 
had panted for for months, spread like 
wildfire. A cheer rose from the first 
camp it reached; and in half an hour 
1ho whole of Ladysmith rang with the 
shouts of jubilation. The National 
Anthem burst out above the uproar, to 
be followed by "Britannia Rules the 
Waves." Such was the sequel to Ma- 
juba Day. 

As soon as the news wns received it 
was realized that the enemy were dis- l 
mantling "Long Tom." The derrick by 
which they mount and "Hfstnount him 
was visible above the 'parapet. The re- ' 
liremont must have been one of haste , 
when they did not wait for the cover of 
night to dismantel their position artillery. I 
The naval puns nt once opened on the i 
crest line of Bulwana, and the Elswick ] 
lS'/i-poundcr had the good fortune to 
carry away the derrick, but not. I am t 
afraid, until they had unshipped the gun. ' 
But now we had no need to husband our , 
resources, and it was music in our ears 
-to hear our own heavy guns again, mer- 
rily pounding a silent enemy. If Buller 



had only come early in January the Boers 
would never have taken that gun away. 
TROOrS IN SIGHT. 
But another and greater surprise was 
in store for the long-suffering garrison. 
About 5 o'clock, as wo sat on Caesar's 
Camp watching the effect of our shell 
fire on Bulwana, a few khaki-clad horno- 
men appeared over the bluff, across the 
valley. Some one remarked upon the 
impertinence of the enemy thus to ex- 
pose themselves in the open. Then more 
appeared, and the fan of an advanced 
guard opened out. It was Buller's ca- 
valry. There was no doubt about it 
now— a squadron moved out into the 
open. It was the head of the relieving 
column. A giant cheer riwc from the 
men of the Manchester Itegiment on 
Caesar's Camp. The Gordon Highlanders 
m Fly Kraal caught up the cry "We are 
relieved," and then it pervaded the whole 
town. They were coming in between 
Caesar's Camp and liitombi Spruit. Then 
occurred one of the most impressive 
sights that could be seen. The whole 
of Ladysmith, excepting the troops on 
duty in" the trenched, surged down to 
the drift upon the river. One great 
shout of exultation rose up from the ex- 
cited throng. The incoming cavalry, 
which was a column perhaps 300 strong, 
halted and formed up on the far bank. 
A silence came over the siege-worn spec- 
tators. The men looked so big and 
strong and well. Their horses were 
round and sleek and fat, in spite of the 
rough usage of campaigning. The con- 
trast with our own condition was so 
striking that for the moment it appalled 
the crowd into silence. Then the little 
column formed fours and came splash- 
ing through the ford with Lord Uuii- 
donald, Major Mackenzie, L.IL, and 
Captain Gouglt, 10th Lancers, at ite head. 
It consisted of Light Horse, Natal Car- 
bineers and some Border Mounted Police. 
It was a colonial fore* This made the 
incoming all the more touching. Broth- 
ers found sisters, uncles met nephews, 
and the majority found friends, acquaint- 
ances, or relatives waiting to give them 
welcome. Women with streaming eyes 
pressed forward to grasp the hands of 
their deliverers. Fond mothers passed 
their infant children to the saddles of 
bronzed and bearded men. As the little 
force marched into town tho cheering 
passed up and down the line. Ladies 
(locked to the garden gates, and Lady- 
smith was wreathed in smiles and gay 
with waving handkerchiefs. Yet there 
were many who could not cheer. Their 
hearts were too full, for the arrival of 
news from below told of the death of 
some close relative or dear friend in the 
struggle of the hist two months to set 
us free. 'The relief of Ladysmith has 
cost 0,000*casualties. 

THE MEETING. 

In the main street. the head of the 
column was met by Sir George White 
and staff. It seemed that ten years had 
been taken off the life of the former, so 
changed was he from what he had been 
a week ago. As soon as the newcomers 
recognized him they burst into a deafen- 
ing cheer. The garrison joined, and the 
tumult was furious. It must have car- 
ried to the ears of the Boers, if their 
pickets had not withdrawn. The crowd 
surged round the general, and when he 
could be heard he addressed a few words 
to tho assembled nnms. He congratulat- 
ed the relieving cavalry, and turning to 
the civilians and the garrison, thanked 
them for the brave support which they 
had rendered him. He said that it had 
gone to his heart to reduce their rations, 
but he promised that it should not hap- 
pen again. Then the crowd closed in 
upon the volunteers, begging for cigar- 
ettes, a fill of English tobacco, a piece' 
of wheaton bread — anything of which 
they had so long been deprived. 

It was only 300 men, and it seems that 
ley have arrived without the knowl- 
edge of General Buller. Their orders 
were to follow up the Boers and see 
■where they had retired to. They follow- 
ed up but found no enemy, and came 
traight in. Buller's headquarters they 
believe this night will be at Pieter's Sta- 
tion. I am therefore riding through with 
a native guide so that I may be with 
General Buller's force at daybreak to- 
morrow (March 1).

Ottawa, April 14.— Parliament la tak- 
ing th.e usual Eas'ter holidays, aud the 
halls ot legislation are practically desert- 
d. Eaeter recess is advantageous only 
in that it gives a breathing spoil to the 
government. Ministers are behindhand 
with their work, and it is to be hoped 
that, as a result of tfce holiday, they will 
lx> enabled froci this time out to bring 
their ineusurea dow.ii rapidly. There are 
several -important toills to be presented, 
notably to amend. the Franchise Act, and 
to renew the bank charters. The latter 
measure is a very important one, al- 
though .there are not many men in par- 
liament who thoroughly understand -the 
•ouest'um. The .government proposes also 
to amend the -iBank Act, and the provi- 
sions -of the bill will be closely 
ed bi' the Canadian Bankers 
•tion. 

One of the uiotst notable speeches of 
the week was that by Mr. Moure, the 
Conservative member lor Stansteud. He 
B un authority on the oil question, and 
h<> evidence which be produced on Wed- 
nesday goes lo show thai, the coal oil 
business ot this country is monopolized 
by the Standard Oi!

Now, as Mr. Moore pointed out, there 
is a very effective means at band for 
bringing the Standard Oil Company tt 
time. Three years ago the Liberal party 
the time when the preferential tariff 
was before the country, incorporated into 
the Customs Act, ainiu a great nourish 
of the party trumpets, a claune to prevent 
combines and monopolies from . preying 
upon the people. This act provides that 
whenever the Governor-iu-Couucil ha 
reason to believe that with regard to any 
article o£ commerce there exists any 
trust, combination, association or agree 
ment of any kind among manufacturers 
of such articles, or dealers therein, to un 
duly enhance the yrjee of such article, oi 
in anv other way to unduly .promote the 
advantage of the manufacturers or deal- 
ers at the expense of the consumers, the 
Coveruor-in-Couucil may issue a com 
mission to any superior court .judge t< 
enquire in a summary way into and re 
port unto the Governor-in-Council wheth 
er any such trust, combination, aes' — 
lion or agreement exists. Plenary pow 
ers are given to the judge to compel wit 
nesscs to testify under oath, and to pro 
duce books and papers, and in the ev 
of the judge reporting the existence 
a combine aud it appears to the Cover 
nor-in-Couucil that the consumer is plac- 
ed at a disadvantage by the existence of 
a customs duty, then, under this author- 
ity, granted by parliament, the Governor- 
iu-Coancil may place such articles on the 
tree list, or else reduce the duties. 

Mr. Moore said that by placing coal oil 
ou the free list an affective blow would 
be dealt at the Standard Oil Company. 
The government, however, withholds its 
hand, aud in this way suspicion is cast 
upon the government in its dealings with 
that gigantic octopus. .Mi. Moore did not 
hesitate to declare that a .corrupt bargain 
bad been made between the government 
and the Standard Oil Company. When 
the budget was brougbt down the repre- 
sentatives of thirf monopoly were in the 
gallery of the House of Commons anx- 
iously" awaiting an announcement as to 
what would be their fate, mid when they 
learned that the gove r n men t was not go- 
ing to touch the coal oil industry th 
elation could not be concealed. If the 
truth could be known the Standard Oil 
Company's contribution to the Liberal 
election fund must reach into the thous- 
ands of dollars. Th/i country has not 
heard the List of this question. 

The House of Commons lias only. had 
two opporuuities, so far, to .consider the 
estimates in supply. On Wednesday 
evening the appropriations for the. light- 
house and coast service were discussed. 
During the past two years forty-two ad- 
ditional light-houses have been establish- 
ed. When tlje question of supplies to 
the lighthouses aud government steamers 
was reached, Mr. Taylor strongly Con- 
demned the government for its e.xtra- 
gance in the purchase of supplies. Que- 
bec seems to be the principal city where 
mismanagement occurs. Mr. Taylor 
quoted Mr. Earle as stating that con- 
densed milk was sold at $2 per ca-B,e less 
in British Columbia than in the Mari- 
time Provinces, where it is mauufactur- 
ed. This led Mr, Foster to remark that 
Sir Louis should buy the condensed milk 
in British Columbia. The Minister of 
Marine regarded .this as a very good 
joke, but declined to commit himself to 
such a policy. Col. .Prior suggested that 
the government, in purchasing these sup- 
plies, should inaugurate a system liie 
that adopted by the naval authorities at 
Esquimau, and also by the city council 
of Victoria. At the ' beginning of th<i 
year letters arc sent .out, he said, to 
everybody in the different trades asking 
.them for the prie/is at which they will 
supply goods required, in quantities of 
half a dozen, half a case, or twenty cases 
if need be. Under this system small 
quantities were got at :is Jow prices as 
large quantities. This suggestion would 
commend itself to the judgment of any 
intelligent man, but, if adopted, it would 
prevent the government throwing a little 
pup .to their political friends, ,-ind under 
this ".business is business" administra- 
tion it is not likely that there will be 
any change from the present system, 

The Ontario government has been 
caught it a nice trick. Under the postal 
law parliamentary papers, in connection 
with any 'legislative assembly, including 
petitions and addresses to such bodies, 
may be sent free of postage through the. 
mails. The class of mail matter to 
which such privilege applies is most spe- 
cific, and yet it appears, that, contrary 
to law, Ontario ministers have been 
sending through the mails copies of their 
speeches in envelopes marked, "Parlitt- 
mctitary papers, free, Legislative Assent-

it of the government, be it said, there 
was no one to defend the ltoss adminis- 
tration. Doubtless the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral will devise measures immediately to 
prevent thin fraud upon the federal re- 
venue. 

Under the present government the 
prices of articles consumed or used by 
the farming community have gone up to 
alarming extent. The government 
boasts that this is the "growing time," 
and while trade may be good, and work 
plentiful, at the same time the cost of 
living lias enhanced in equal nitio. Dur- 
ing the past year alone there has been an 
increase of 10 per cent, in the price of 
farm wagons: ou Concord buggies, 1U per 
cent.; ou top buggies, '20 per cent.; on 
mowing machines, 12 per cent.; horse- 
rakes, 20 per c^ut.; hinders, 10 per cent.i 
reapers, S per cent.,; ploughs, 20 per cent.; 
harrows, 20 per cent.; seeders, 10 per 
cent. An interesting story is told of tho 
way in which the scythe combine se- 
cured the control of the Canadian mark- 
et. The Dunn Edge Tool Company, a 
Maine concern, have done a large busi- 
ness in Canada for many years in 
scythes. They font their agents to Can- 
ada last year aud -booked a large number 
of orders. Then the Canadian manu- 
facturers got after them and paid the 
Dunn company .$20,000 to induce them 
to keep out of Canada. Accordingly they 
withdrew aud tie result was that the 
price of scythes rose 70 per cent.

There is great amusement in Conserva- 
tive circles over the mess which the Pari? 
Exhibition commissioners are making of 
the .arrangements for the Canadian ex 
hibit. There are no fewer than His com 
mls8ioners in Paris at the present time 
and they have evidently been so busy 
enjoying the frivolities of the French 
capital that one of the most important 
things in connection with Canada's ar- 
rangements has been overlooked, namely, 
the cold storage accommodation in which 
the fresh fruits, and the dairy products 
were to be placed. Professor Robertson 
understood that all arrangements for the 
cold storage had been completed, but an 
innocent inquiry on the subject brought 
tho eix commissioners to a realization of 
the fact that they had failed in their 
duty. Mr. Tarte is too busily engaged 
with Dr. Leyds, settling the affairs of 
the Transvaal, to straighten out the cold 
storage difficulty, and the other com- 
missioners knew nothing about the sub- 
ject. Hence, there was nothing for it 
but to send for Professor Robertson, nnd 
the neglect of all his other husmess, 



During a brief visit to Victoria Fri- 
day and yesterday morning, General 
Manager 10. C. Hawkins, of the White 
Pass oc Yukon railway, took occasion 
to again assert his unbounded confidence 
iu the future of the great North country, 
to which he returns in a few days to 
complete the preparations of his com- 
pany for the opening season's business. 

Speaking in regard to the probable time 
of navigation opening this season, Mr. 
Hawkins said his information led him 
to believe that steamers would commence 
running on the lakes and river this year 
quite ten clays earlier than usual, or about 
May 23. The river was now open from 
Marsh Lake to LeBurgo, and the lower 
portion was likely to break up at any 
time early next month, although the 
moving out id' tho ice might he stayed 
by reason of the small snowfall of last 
winter, delaying the rise in the water. 

Excepting on the mountain range ni 
the Coast the snowfall had been parti 
cularly light throughout the Yukon couu 
try. His last advices from Atlin were 
to the effect that the snow was rapidly 
disappearing there and that the grass 
had already begun to show itself in the 
valleys. When asked as to his opinion 
on business prospects in the North, Mr. 
Hawkins said: 

"Why, it's a great big empire. The 
opening of the country is like the dis- 
covery of Central Africa. There will 
he new business developed there for years 
to come." 

Referring to Atlin more especially., Mr. 
Hawkins said that his associates in the 
White Puss railway had determined to 
make a thorough test of that .district 
from a hydraulicing point of view, and 
were now putting in a plant that would 
cost them $100,000. They hoped to make 
a considerable sum of money out of this 
investment, of course, but the real object 
in view was to demonstrate the possibi- 
lities of the Atlin country which he (Mr. 
Hawkins) was quite couvincod would 
shortly prove itself one of the very 
greatest hydraulicing districts in all the 
world. The company has secured the 
most modern appliances, ;nnd the work 
will be in the charge of Mr. Blodgett, 
who comes recommended as the most 
skilful hydraulic miner in California. 

Mr. Hawkins believes fhut the quartz 
deposits in the Atlin will .also prove, very 
valuable, and will be demonstrated by the 
operations of the Lord Hamilton syndi- 
cate on Pine Creek, near Willow. 

The copper properties in the neighbor- 
hood of White Horse will, Mr. Hawkins 
predicts, prove of incalculable value. As 
soon as the rails are .laid to .White Horse 
the shipment of ore .to the smelters on 
Puget Sound will be begun. The com- 
pany is giving, a rate of .,$15 per ton, 
which covers all charges from the load- 
ing point to the furnace; and in order to 
assist rainers without .capital the com- 
pany will advance all charges on proved 
values. 

This .copper belt is wcry extensive, and 
some of the Iiornite runs upwards of 
§200 to the ton. It is thought that the 
same formation extends .westward, and 
crosses the 141st meridian into Alaska, 
and if this proves to be tho case, and the 
value of the ore is .as .now thought, the 
next step or tie company will be to con 
struct a railway from White Horse west- 
ward as far *n the .demands of mining 
may require. 

The .company lias the right to build to 
Atlin and thence to Glunora. If the sea- 
son's operations prove Atlin to be as Mr. 
Hawkins thinks it is, .a line may be built 
there next summer, and he believes it 
is only a question of a few years before 
then' will be a line from some point on 
the British Columbia -Coast running be- 
hind the Coast range to the Yukon. 

"People say." he remarks, "that no one 
will ever build a railway parallel and 
close to the ocean. This is what they 
said about the line from San Francisco 
to Paget Sound, and everyone know; 
how valuable a piece of road that has 
proved to he, while the steamboat busi- 
ness nt tho same time is greater than 
ever. So it will be in the North'." 

Mr. Hawkins, referring ;to the. consoli- 
dation of interests between the White 
Pass & Yukon and the Canadian Devel 
opmcnt Company says that they will put 
a rate into force which will be every fa- 
vorable to shippers for all points. ou the 
lower Yukon. 

For example, it has been almo«t im 
possible hitherto to carry hay and feed 
into Dawson, but under the new tariff 
there will he a large business done in 
those commodities. The following.ureithe 
rates from Victoria and other points in 
this locality: Hay, in carload lots of
